Chistopher Wrem

known of all English architects.

P auls Cathedral which towers raa- 
jectically above th e' city and 50 of 
her churches. 
If all his plans had 
carried, he would have rebuilt the 
entire city with straight streets rad­ 
iating from a central point. F otLU-} 
nately. he was not able to do this 
so that the 
delightfully 
narrow 
crooked lanes of past centuries are 
atm one of the fascinating features 
of Londom tofwn. 
Christopher Wren, son of a clergy 


man, was born in Wiltshire and dis­ 
tinguished him self at Oxford as « 
scientist. 
He became a professor o( 
astronomy there but was sufficiently 
well k*nown as an architect for tho 
King to ask him to make Plans for 
The restoration of 
the

Saha# 
Paul’s in 1660. 
The Great Fire of 1666 destroyed 
not only Saint Paul’s but most of 
london’* churches.
